Her love and affection for 
Whately never ceased. The library became her second home. 


To know Ena was a pleasure. She enriched the lives of many. 
Money could not repay Ena for what she has done for Whately. 


We dedicate this, the 1983 Annual Report, to Ena M. Cane, as a 
small token of appreciation for her love, advice, and understanding. 


In the twenty-nine years that Ena served as our librarian she 
made many friends. This friendship will remain in our hearts as we 
remember a faithful, dedicated friend, Ena M. Cane.

Assessors Report 


During 1983 values of all property, both real and personal, had to 
be reviewed and brought up to 100 per cent. These values, when 
finally achieved, were examined by Department of Revenue 
personnel and preliminarily certified. Tax payers had an opportuni- 
ty at this point to review and discuss these new values. 


After certification, we were required to present to the tax payers, 
at a public meeting, the effects of shifting the tax burden among the 
various categories: residential, open space, commercial, industrial 
and personal property. 


The reason for shifting the tax burden via different tax rates is to 
relieve residential owners in the event that revaluation shifts a new 
burden onto the residential class. Whately, like most small 
communities does not have enough value in the four categories 
other than residential to warrant any attempt to assign different 
tax rates, nor has there been any significant shifting of the burden 
onto the residential class. 


After the hearing, the selectmen determined that all classes of 
property will be taxed at the same rate. Due to the update of values 
and the addition of new buildings, our total taxable value increased 
by $7,345,767.00. Fiscal 1984 total town value is $34,790,735.00. 
81.7261% of this value is residential and open space combined. 
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18.2379% of the value is commercial, industrial and personal 
property combined. 


During 1983, permits were issued for six new houses. While not 
all were completed, these and other improvements contributed to 
the increased total assessed value of the community. 


At the time this report was written, a tax recap sheet had been 
submitted to the Department of Revenue and they approved a tax 
rate of $17.25 per thousand of valuation for fiscal 1984. The school 
rate is $10.89 and the general rate is $6.36. 


During 1983, the law requiring certification was changed from 
two to three years. We will not have to go through the 
recertification process again until Fiscal 1987. 


The Assessors appreciate the fact that taxpayers come in only the 
last Monday of the month, our regular meeting night, with 
problems. This permits us to more efficiently take care of the 
tremendous amount of paper work we have to do.

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Report of the Fire Chief 


To the Citizens of the Town of Whately: 
I hereby submit my report for the calendar year 1983. 


The Whately “Volunteer” Fire Department recorded a total of 
108 response calls for fire and ambulance during the year. 
Approximately two thirds of the calls were for the ambulance, one 
third were fire calls. 


In spite of increased used of wood stoves and furnaces, we 
recorded only five chimney related fires which indicates that wood 
users are being more aware of the problems that wood fires can 
cause if stoves, furnaces and their pipes are not kept clean and in 
good repair. We had only one potentially bad house fire which we 
believe was caused by smoking in bed, however quick detection and 
the time of day enabled fast suppression of the fire. 


Outdoor burning is permitted from January 1 to about May 1 
depending on how dry the woods get in the spring. A permit for all 
open air fires to burn forest debris (brush) must be obtained from 
the Fire Chief or one of his representatives prior to burning. Failure 
to get a permit can cause detection of the fire by a fire tower anda 
report of same to the Fire Dept. Response of men and equipment for 
controlled burning costs taxpayers dollars. 


Although it is not a state law at present, I recommend that all 
residents install smoke detectors in their homes. A minimum of one 
at the base of cellar stairs and one adjacent to sleeping quarters on 
each floor. Approved battery operated detectors are acceptable; 
new buildings must be wired direct. Smoke detectors do save lives!! 


The Firefighters’ Association is planning to build and donate to 
the Town a 1,000 gallon tank truck to add to our “water on wheels”. 
This truck will be second response to arrive almost as soon as our 
pumper truck. A portable tank will be set up and a water supply 
established for use by the pumper. Our large tanker will then arrive 
with a larger volume of water for firefighting.

The Whately Fire Department is a “Volunteer” Department, 
ready to assist Townspeople 24 hours a day for fire or medical 
emergency. If you do not have telephone decals with our emergency 
number, contact one of our officers and they will see that you have 
one for each phone. To summon aid, dial 665-2167. I wish to 
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emphasize that if you must dial the operator instead, be sure to give 
the name of the Town and State. This is necessary because the 
operators are not in local offices. We recommend that you also give 
street number, telephone number and have a light on a porch ora 
person at the street side to assist us in locating you. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, my officers, members of 
the Fire Dept. and their wives, and all the Emergency Medical 
Technicians who have responded in all kinds of weather, day and 
night this past year. All of you make our Town a safer and more 
desireable community to live in.

The board was notified by DEQE that certain materials being 
dumped at our stump dump on Webber Road were in violation of 
state law. We were informed that all materials that would physically 
fit should be disposed of at the compactor. The stump dump is for 
stumps and brush. 


The later part of the year ended with emphasis on ground water 
contamination i.e. Agricultural chemicals in selected wells. 
Currently there is a program initiated at state level to sample wells 
in areas of known chemical usage.

The current Veteran’s memorial located near the Town Hall 
bears only the names of World War I veterans. A second plaque 
located in the S. White Dickinson library contains the names of both 
World War I and World War II veterans. The proposal of the 
Memorial Plague Committee is to exchange the plaque currently on 
the memorial with the one from the library; purchase a new plaque 
which would list Korean and Vietnam veterans. Both plaques 
would be mounted on a marble slab affixed to the Veterans 
Memorial near the Town Hall.

NEW PROGRAMS 


Students in Grade Six participated for the first time in the 
Environmental Education Program at “Nature’s Classroom” in 
West Swansey, N.H. The purpose of the program is to use the out- 
of-doors, to facilitate the total education of children through 
experiences that cannot be easily conducted in the classroom. Based 
on the premise that all children should be exposed to the out-of- 
doors in a school setting in order to develop an initial awareness 
which can later lead to a reasonable understanding of man’s 
ultimate dependence upon his natural environment—Nature’s 
Classroom thus becomes an extension of the classroom where 
teachers and their students use the out-of-doors as a laboratory in 
which to study and explore in our natural environment. Each class 
participates in such activities as mapping a stream, investigating 
weather, live-trapping of animals, and examining lake life under a 
microscope. 


Funding for this program was provided by the parents of the six 
grade students with some fund raising activities to defray the cost.

This year a new Learning Disabilities Classroom was established 
at the Center School. This is a self-contained classroom taught by 
Mrs. Mary Rearick servicing students with special needs.

Development; Learning Disabilities; Cognitive Development; 
Emotional and Physical Impairments; and Developmental Delays. 


The Whately Elementary Schools have one part-time Special 
Education teacher, Carol Herrmann Burt, who provides direct 
services to students who have individualized educational plans. 
Mrs. Burt also serves as Evaluation Team Chairperson for Whately, 
and is involved in the identification, referral and evaluation process 
for Chapter 766. She also consults with regular education teachers 
and parents. The Team includes the Director of Special Education 
who approves all special education programs and prototypes. 


New to the special education program in Whately this year is the 
self-contained Learning Disabilities Class. This class, taught by 
Mary Rearick, is open to other students, ages 6-10 from Union #38 
on a tuition basis. 


Other Special education staff serving the Whately Elementary 
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Schools on a part-time basis are: Thema Williams, Speech 
Pathologist; Gerald Levine, School Psychologist; Sue B. Hagberg, 
Guidance Counselor; and Wendy Taylor-Jourdian, Occupational 
Therapist. Alice Maiewski, R.N. and Dennis Rosen, M.D., the 
school physician, serve on the Evaluation Team. Dr.John Lambdin, 
is available to work with students, parents and faculty regarding 
behavior management, individual and family counseling and 
program implementation. 


In Whately, Chapter 766 has accomplished its major objective, 
making a range of appropriate special education services available to 
all handicapped youngsters from age three to age twenty-one. 
Through the consistent effort and liaison work of the Principal, Mr. 
Donald Skroski, and the entire school staff, we maintain successful 
programming for all students. 


REMARKS 


In conclusion I want to thank the School Committee for their 
time, knowledge and leadership in providing a quality learning 
atmosphere so prevalent in our schools. A special thank you to the 
teachers for their dedication and loyalty to the education of the 
children in Whately.

Annual Report of the Superintendent-Director 
Calendar Year January 1, 1983 to December 31, 1983 


I am pleased to submit this eighth annual report of the 
administration of the Franklin County Technical School. As in my 
previous reports, I will briefly report only on those significant 
events that have contributed to our school’s growth and progress 
during the past year. 


The Tech School continues to maintain a near capacity 
enrollment. The school age populations in the District Towns, and 
across Massachusetts, are declining, and they will continue to 
decline in the high school grades until the early 1990’s. This decline 
has resulted in a smaller District enrollment than in previous years. 
However, a number of non-district towns continue to send a large 
number of tuitioned students to our school. Therefore, the school’s 
total student population is near capacity, and, in fact, there is a 
waiting list of applicants. The October 1, 1983 enrollments by 
District and Non-District Towns are as follows:

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Perhaps the most significant continuing problem for this school 
district has been the increasing difficulty of providing quality 
vocational-technical programs under the handicap of constantly 
diminishing budgets. Unless the state’s school finance patterns 
quickly address the negative impact on school services that have 
resulted from the imposition of Proposition 2%, this school, 
particularly because of its demand for heavy material intensity and 
labor market pay standards, will face serious future curtailments. 


Two major changes took place in our shop programs during the 
1983 school year. The programs of Child Care and Allied Health 
were merged into a new program entitled Community Services 
Aide Program. Also, our Data Processing Program was modified to 
include a typing-word processing component. Both of these 
program changes should result in more varied and effective job 
placements for our students. 


A large number of community service projects were performed 
by our school’s production shops. In addition to our annual House 
Building project (being built in Northfield this year), the shops 
performed a number of valuable and cost saving services for nearly 
every District town and regional school district in Franklin County. 


As aconsequence of past and continuing energy savings’ projects, 
the school benefited from the most cost effective year in its short 
history. In addition, the recently completed computerized 
programmed budgetary accounting system is enabling the Business 
Office to establish an extremely accurate and fast analysis of all 
departmental expenditures. 


As in past years, the school was fortunate to receive a number of 
federal grants in furthering its educational plans. A new program, 
Technical Drawing, has been funded for three years. It will enable 
over 150 students a year to gain valuable insight and theory related 
to anumber of our vocational programs. Furthermore, a number of 
area businesses and industrial firms donated valuable materials, 
equipment, and services to our school. 


The Tech School has continued to maintain collaborative links 
with all levels of education in the Franklin County Area. The 
Greenfield Community College continues to operate the adult 
education evening program, The Tech Connection, and a group of 
regional high schools have tied into the Tech School’s computer in 
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the operation of a guidance program for post secondary college and 
career information. 


Since a major goal of all vocational-technical education is “to 
prepare students to seek, acquire, and succeed in a specific trade, 
technical, or occupational field”, this school’s staff has continued to 
stress and improve on our job placement efforts. Our work 
experience and cooperative work programs continue to be very 
effective placement vehicles. As of September 1983, our senior 
student placements were as follows:

Unrelated to Shop Training 42 
JOB PLACEMENT (Total) 90.8% 
JOB PLACEMENT (Related to Shop) 55.8% 


As in my previous annual reports, I would like to 
conclude by offering a brief assessment of the Tech School’s future 
role and impact on Franklin County. Undoubtedly, the challenge for 
the future of this school will be to continue to anticipate and 
intelligently provide for the future societal and industrial changes. 
The ability of any vocational-technical school to effectively 
accomodate the rapid technological changes of the marketplace 
rest, toa major degree, upon the adequacy of funding mechanisms. 
If our students are to receive proper career training, the staffing 
and tooling costs for this school must be equitable and appropriate. 


Further enrollment patterns at this school will probably remain 
very constant. Despite the state-wide shrinkage in student 
populations in grades four to twelve, this school will not witness a 
serious decline. In fact, beginning in 1989, our school probably will 
be facing a fairly severe surplus of student applicants. Also, if the 
present trend continues, the female population will continue to 
increase appreciably, thereby increasing the total enrollment 
significantly. 


Within the next five years, it is anticipated that vocational- 
technical schools will be asked to play an even more important role 
in the education and career training of adults and post-secondary 
students. With the advent of robotics and other new technologies, 
and with an increasing national and state emphasis on excellence in 
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education, many innovations in the existing school year and/or 
school day programming could result. 


In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to the entire educational 
community at the Tech School. Their dedication and cooperation 
have significantly contributed to our success this year. Also, Iam 
indebted to our parents, county residents, business, industrial, and 
educational benefactors for their assistance and generosity. And 
finally, Mr. Chairman, I wish to express my appreciation to you and 
your District Committee. Your solid support, encouragement, and 
confidence in my administration of this fine school is sincerely 
appreciated.

Annual Report of the 
Principal—1983 


MR. WILLIAM DECKER—PRINCIPAL 


During 1983 our nation was inundated with reports/ publications 
about public secondary education—many have been very critical; 
many have offered a potpourri of suggestions and/or actions which 
need to be addressed. I can only LOOK at Frontier and take pride in 
what has been accomplished in this school district over the years 
and reassure our communities and their young people that our 
commitment to excellence will continue as our top priority long 
after these reports have faded. 


Current attitudes about education certainly need to be addressed. 
However, I do not feel an emerging sense of frustration at every 
level of education. School improvement is dependent on public 
commitment to a great extent. At Frontier we have attempted to 
increase the public’s positive attitude towards its school through a 
variety of public relations techniques. Leadership, Parent Involve- 
ment, Community Support, Staff Morale, Financial Commitments 
have helped develop Frontier into “one family” all working towards 
the same goal—the intellectual, physical, social growth of our 
young people. No one said it would be easy; however, teamwork has 
to be the main criteria for a winning school system. It’s everybody’s 
job—the teacher, the parent, the student, the school committee, 
etc., etc., etc. If students emerge from high school ready neither for 
college nor for work, than I say it’s our fault, the State’s fault for 
not increasing standards and enforcing them: course requirements, 
credits, courses/accountability, teacher evaluations, program 
evaluations, etc. A TEAM works together to strengthen and 
reinforce these ingredients; a team is only as strong as its weakest 


link. 


As a school, our aims are to promote and enrich academic 
knowledge, culture, character, and citizenship. Together with our 
total student body and its parents we should be able to help our 
school reach its potential of the best possible education for all—both 
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curricular and extra-curricular. As a school we are responsible in 
many ways for the care, guidance, educational advancements and 
opportunities which we trust will add to the physical and mental 
growth of all our students. 


Besides teaching a strong College Preparatory curriculum as well 
as basic foundation courses in Business and a General Program of 
Studies, a major strength at Frontier lies in the activities/in- 
volvements which take place between teachers and students in the 
extra-curricular program. The strong/positive school atmosphere 
generated by these involvements/activities is a reality at Frontier. 
Our “team/family approach” to education, I feel, is a realy key to the 
successes we have experienced. By successes I basically mean the 
positive attitude, mutual respect, growth, performances 
demonstrated by all at Frontier. 


The year 1983 saw Frontier Regional School enter into its twenty- 
eighth year. 1983 saw many positive additions/revisions and/or 
continuations to both our curricular and co-curricular programs. 
Following is a summary of many of these staff, program, policy 
formats, additions and/or revisions: 


A. Federal/State Project Grants written by staff members were 
approved/funded as follows for implementation during the 
1983-84 school year: 


1. Business Department: a grant of $3658.00 has provided two 
(2) Apple II micro-computers for our secretarial-clerical 
students. 


2. Block Grant (Chapter 2): a grant of $5102.00 has provided 
eight (8) micro-computer units for our Math Department. 
This equipment enhances our Computer Lab Program. 


3. Chapter I (formerly Title I) $4210.00. This PROJECT has 
enabled us to hire a remedial reading/math instructor for 117 
days during this 1983-84 school year to work with selected 
students in Grades 7 and 8 whose reading or math skills are 
below grade level. 


B. Personnel Changes 


1. Donald Gordon was hired to replace Mrs. Pauline Plaisted in 
the Mathematics Department. Mrs. Plaisted retired after 
teaching 23 years at FRS. 
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2. Special Education Aides were hired to assist our resource 


room teachers with their Special Education Programs:

C. Policy/Procedural Changes

Credit Requirements: 


+ Graduation Requirements were increased to a minimum of 
94 credits, including Physical Education. 


+Students must carry a minimum of 26 credits per year 
including Physical Education. 


. Ability/Achievement Groupings have been expanded to 


include courses in Grades 7-9. Students are scheduled into 
their course sections based on their demonstrated achiev- 
ment levels. 


. Silver “F” Award guidelines were revised to bring equity 


among all of the award’s categories/criteria/ points and to add 
accountability/credibility to the award. 


*In order to be eligible for a Silver “F” Award, a senior must 
accumulate the minimum points indicated for each category. 
A student must earn the minimum number of points in TWO 
of the THREE categories (Scholarship, Service, Sports). 


+Scholarship: Minimum of 12 Points 
+Service: Minimum of 16 Points 
+Sports: Minimum of 16 Points. 


*In addition to the minimum point requirement, a senior 
must comply with the following requirements to be eligible 
for the Silver “F”: 


+All financial commitments to the school must have been 
met. 

+The student shall have all Class Dues paid to date. 

+The student shall have a record of good citizenship 
(approval by the administration is required). 

+The student shall have a G.P.A. of at least 2.0. 
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D. Program/Curriculum Area Changes/Revisions

Course Additions: 


+Music Department offerings include courses in Perfor- 
mance Workshop, Instrumental Music. 

+Foreign Language Department offerings in Grade 8 include 
German as well as the usual Fench, Latin, Spanish units. 
+Social Studies Department’s 20th Century History course 
has been divided into two semester offerings—World War I, 
World War II, rise/fall of Hitler, Nazi Holocaust; current 
world events. 


. Pre-Vocational Program for handicapped students. Room 


115 has been converted into a self-contained classroom for 
this program which is run by a full-time special education 
teacher and a full-time special education aide. This PRE- 
VOC PROGRAM has been designed to service between four 
and eight special education students. This program is indeed 
an excellent alternative to the former Out-of-District 
placements of these youngsters. 


Peer Education Program 


+Seventeen (17) members of the Junior Class (Class of 1985) 
have volunteered for this program being conducted by the 
Beacon Clinic in Greenfield. 

+Areas of drug/alcohol abuse, pregnancy and family issues, 
suicide and depression were included in the training session. 
+FRS staff members Mary Ellen Warchol and Eleanor Taylor 
are the progam’s advisors. 


. Adult Education Program offerings by Greenfield Com- 


munity College are being held at Frontier Regional School. 


Basic Skills Improvement Plan—This program’s implemen- 
tation in the fields of Reading, Writing, and Mathematics 
continues for all Grade 9 students. The addition of a 
Listening plan has been implemented for all Grade 8 student. 


E. Health Services/Programs rendered during the past year 
through our Nurse’s Office included: 
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6. 


Physical Exams: 323 students (all Grades 7 and 10 students 
and all athletic team participants) were seen by Doctor Rosen 
for physical examinations. 


Immunizations: A clinic was held in April, 1983. 89 students 
received vaccines. All students were in full compliance with 
State Immunization Laws as of September, 1983. 


. Vision and Hearing Tests: All students in Grades 7-12 were 


tested along with height, weight, and blood pressure checks. 
Test failures were re-screened and parents were notified. 
This testing procedure gave Mrs. Eleanor Taylor, school 
nurse, the opportunity “to touch base” with every Frontier 
student at least once. 


. Postural Screening: All students in Grades 7-9 were 


examined. Three (3) students were under active treatment, 
five (5) students were referred for medical evaluations, and 
several others were being observed at regular intervals for 
mild scoliosis. 


. Bloodmobile: Thirty-nine (39) pints of blood were collected 


at our “student-faculty bloodmobile” on March 8, 1983. 


Health Records: All are updated annually on all students. 


In addition to the above and besides caring for ill and injured 
students, Mrs. Taylor is involved in a variety of services— 
ranging from dispensing throat lozenges to listening to and/or 
dealing with the more serious problems of pregnancy, child 
abuse, alcohol and drug abuse, etc. 


. An Adopt-A-School Program was initiated in August, 1983 in 
an attempt to gain support from area businesses. Areas of 
“assistance/ ADOPTION” mentioned in a letter to one hundred 
seventy-nine (179) businesses included the following:

Our staff and our students’ parents will reap 
the satisfaction of a job well done—one of caring, guiding, 
motivating, trusting our young people throughout their 
educational years at Frontier.

To be able to work to achieve the above objectives, a Principal 
truly needs the support and confidence of his superiors and fellow 
workers.

Special Education programming continues to serve students in 
grades seven through twelve or through 21 years of age, who need 
services which include the following; Speech and Language 
Development; Cognitive Development; Developmental Delays; 
Learning Disabilities; Emotional and Physical Impairments. 


New to Frontier this year is a special education self-contained 
classroom serving students who have substantial physical and 
developmental disabilities. Frontier Regional also has two ad- 
ditional resource rooms and four special education teachers who 
provide direct services to students who have individualized 
educational plans. Margaret Doyle, Kathleen Sheehan, Ruth 
Bohrer and Alice Byron are Special Education teachers involved in 
the identification, referral, and evaluation process for Special 
Education students. They function as Team Chairmen and consult 
with regular education teachers and parents. The Team also 
includes the Special Education Director who approves all special 
educationhprograms and prototypes. 


Other Special Education Staff serving Frontier on a part-time 
basis are: Gerald Levine, School Psychologist; Thema Williams, 
Speech Pathologist; Sandra Bognaski and Dorothy Fifield, Teacher 
Aids; and Wendy Taylor-Jourdian, Occupational Therapist. Eleanor 
Taylor, R.N. and Dennis Rosen, M.D., the School Physician also 
serve on the Evaluation Team. Dr. John Lambdin, Consulting 
Psychologist, who has been appointed under the PL 94-142 Federal 
Grant, is available to work with students, parents, faculty and 
administrators regarding behavior management, individual and 
family counseling and program implementation. 


The consistent support and liaison work of the Principal, Mr. 
William Decker, and Assistant Principal, Mr. Richard Smith, and 
the school staff, encourages continued successful programming for 
all students.
